Cheerleader for the Prosecution 

Judge James A. Stotler recuses himself from Wozniak death-penalty case for siding with the DA 


S ix minutes into a Jan. 27 pre¬ 
trial hearing in the sensational 
death-penalty case of People v. 
Daniel Wozniak, Superior Court 
Judge James A. Stotler announced he’d 
“done some soul searching over the week¬ 
end,” recused himself to a hushed court¬ 
room and, though 
he promised not 
to, broke from a 
carefully prepared, 
written explana¬ 
tion to admit he’d 
recently found 
himself cheering 
for the prosecution. 

“That kind of 
thinking is inap¬ 
propriate,” 
said a visibly 
distraught 
Stotler, his voice cracking. “The 
bottom line is I have to do what I 
think is right.” 

For a shocked Steve Herr, the 
grieving father of one of Wozniak’s 
savagely murdered victims, the 
announcement immediately meant 
even more delays in the 4-year-old 
case and certainly the impossibil¬ 
ity of a scheduled mid-February 
trial date. 

“It’s just not fair, sir!” Herr yelled 
at Stotler, who quickly left the 
bench and entered his chambers 
without response. 

Herr angrily confronted mem¬ 
bers of the Orange County Public 
Defender’s office, which represents 
Wozniak; ran out of the courtroom; 
threw an electronic device so hard in a 
hallway that it shattered; and screamed, 
“No fucking balls! This is not fair! I can’t 
wait another year!” 

His frustration was both sad and 
understandable. There’s no question 
of Wozniak’s guilt. The soon-to-be-31- 
year-old, onetime up-and-coming local 
theater actor long ago confessed to the 
May 2010 killing of Samuel Eliezer Herr, 
26, of Costa Mesa, and Juri “Julie” Kibui- 
shi, 23, of Irvine. Cops believe Wozniak 
decapitated Herr, a friendly neighbor and 
combat veteran, to steal money for his 
planned wedding and honeymoon. Hours 
later, Wozniak lured Kibuishi to his vic¬ 
tim’s Orange Coast Community College- 
area apartment, shot her in the bedroom 
and left her partially undressed corpse to 
confuse investigators. 

The major remaining question in the 
case is should Wozniak be sentenced to 
life in prison without the possibility of 
parole (LWOP) or sent to San Quentin 
State Prison’s death row. Homicide prose¬ 


cutor Matt Murphy insists on death; pub¬ 
lic defender Scott Sanders argues LWOP. 

There’s little doubt the question favors 
Murphy in this region. Conservative, sub¬ 
urban Orange County jurors don’t tend 
to endure sleepless nights after imposing 
the government’s ultimate penalty. But 
California rarely, if ever, executes any¬ 
one. Regardless of the eventual sentence, 
Wozniak will probably die of natural 
causes decades from now in prison. 

Sanders isn’t accepting the risk, how¬ 
ever. He also represents Scott Dekraai, 
the Seal Beach salon-massacre shooter 
who killed eight people and seriously 
wounded a ninth in October 2011. As did 
Wozniak, Dekraai admitted guilt shortly 
after his capture. A bitter child-custody 


dispute with his ex-wife, one of the vic¬ 
tims, triggered the bloodbath. In that 
case, Assistant District Attorney Dan 
Wagner opposes Sanders’ LWOP stance, 
and that battle resulted in unprec¬ 
edented developments. 

In late January 2014, the public 
defender entered the courthouse with 
a literal thud from a 505-page motion 
that painstakingly outlined a yearlong 
probe he’d conducted into question¬ 
able law-enforcement activities that, he 
says, were designed to rob defendants of 
fair trials, which means OCDA can’t be 
trusted in death-penalty cases. Prosecu¬ 
tors were not pleased. Murphy labeled 
the material “a dud,” and Wagner called 
the filing “scurrilous.” 

While Stotler placed the Wozniak case 
on hold, in the Dekraai case, Superior 
Court Judge Thomas M. Goethals over¬ 
ruled prosecutors’ objections and con¬ 
ducted a special evidentiary hearing from 
March to August. The session produced 
alarming documentation that eventually 


forced Wagner, the head of the OCDA 
homicide unit, to concede the accusations 
weren’t as wild as he’d originally claimed. 
Indeed, while not all of Sanders’ accusa¬ 
tions panned out, evidence suggested 
law-enforcement officials operated an 
unethical, jailhouse-informant scam 
designed to secretly aid prosecutors and 
hid important records that might under¬ 
mine government arguments. 

Authorities also trampled clearly 
established constitutional boundaries by, 
for example, using hardened Mexican 
Mafia serial killers to frighten pretrial 
defendants into talking about their 
charges when their lawyers weren’t pres¬ 
ent. There’s no escaping that ugly real¬ 
ity; the conversations were recorded. In 


the wake of those revelations, charges 
got dropped against numerous felony 
defendants, and one prison inmate’s 
murder conviction was vacated. Worse 
for law enforcement, Goethals supplied 
the devastating money quote: “Many of 
the [prosecution team] witnesses who 
testified during the course of this hearing 
were credibility-challenged [when deny¬ 
ing Sanders’ accusations],” he announced 
in the headlines-grabbing August ruling. 
“Others undoubtedly lied.” 

Yet, in a gift to the liars, the judge—a 
former prosecutor—refused to name the 
scoundrels or pursue perjury charges 
by pretending the under-oath dishon¬ 
esty had been some sort of accidental, 
benign deceit more than a conspiracy. 
Goethals did block Wagner from using 
illegally obtained evidence and lectured 
government officials for the hiding of 
more than 20,000 pages of documents 
from Sanders. 

However, Goethals declined the public 
defender’s invitation to ban OCDA from 


seeking the death penalty against Dekraai 
as a remedy for the cheating. 

That takes us back to Stotler and Sand¬ 
ers’ attempt to launch special evidentiary 
hearings in the Wozniak case. In recent 
filings, the public defender noted exam¬ 
ples of past prosecutorial misconduct 
involving informants and discovery viola¬ 
tions. But, unlike in the Dekraai case, in 
which the public defender caught Wag¬ 
ner misbehaving, he apparently doesn’t 
have similar dirt on Murphy, arguably the 
region’s top prosecutor. 

Last week, before even perusing a key 
motion from Sanders on informant cor¬ 
ruption, Stotler didn’t mask his contempt, 
saying the thought of reading more alle¬ 
gations was “a nightmare.” Throughout 
that hearing, Murphy and Sanders 
took verbal shots at each other. The 
judge posed as a neutral referee who 
didn’t appreciate the “venom.” 

During his emotional recusal, how¬ 
ever, Stotler made stunning admissions. 
He conceded that he’d abandoned 
impartiality at the Jan. 23 hearing by 
blaming Sanders for the “rancor” and 
had secretly sided with Murphy, whom 
he believes is the victim of the public 
defender’s “whole lot of rhetoric” tac¬ 
tics to stall punishment hearings. He 
even admitted he’d granted Sanders 
extra public speaking time in hopes he 
would legally “dig his own grave.” 

“We’re glad that he acknowledged 
what we’ve been saying: He couldn’t 
be fair,” said Sanders, who had voiced 
an intention to seek the judge’s recusal 
weeks ago. “We’re looking forward 
to having a court that can look at the 
allegations fairly.” 

Not surprisingly, Murphy was disap¬ 
pointed. “Judge Stotler is a very thought¬ 
ful, careful man,” he told reporters. “We 
accept his decision.” 

There’s at least temporary symmetry in 
the Wozniak and Dekraai cases. Goethals, 
who is despised by prosecutors for allow¬ 
ing Sanders’ to probe law-enforcement 
cheating last year, will preside over both 
cases, unless Murphy demands another 
judge after press time. 

Meanwhile, alleged new evidence 
contradicting deputies’ sworn, 2014 testi¬ 
mony about the jailhouse-informant pro¬ 
gram is scheduled to be considered Feb. 

5 in the Dekraai case. If Goethals deter¬ 
mines the officers lied, he could impose 
additional sanctions. Or not.

why a country would want to keep its 
children, but in that same year, Mexico 
allowed only 73 American adoptions, while 
tiny Guatemala allowed thousands. It pains 
us when we go with our church to help 
out at orphanages right across the border, 
knowing those children want families and 
Americans just a few miles away are will¬ 
ing to adopt them. 

Gringos Frustrados 

DEAR FRUSTRATED GABACHOS: One of the 

reasons Guatemala had such high adoption 
figures for last decade—numbering into the 
miles, as you put it; more than 4,000 in 2007 
alone—was because Guatemala is a poorer 
country than Mexico, and the government was 
more than willing to unload poor kids abroad. 
Things got so crazy that the U.S. Embassy in 
Guatemala is no longer allowing adoptions from 
the country, period. Mexico, on the other hand, 
has always been more tight-fisted with its 
chamacos getting into gabacho hands. A 2011 
El Paso Times investigation found "virtually no 
new adoption requests from Mexico to the U.S. 
were processed between 2008 and late 2009" 
because of American, Mexican and interna¬ 
tional bylaws. I feel how frustrated ustedes are 
about the situation, but Mexico and other coun¬ 
tries need to guard against child exploitation. 

On the other hand, them fighting ustedes over 
a kid already in los Estados Unidos reeks of 
jingoism—it's every Mexican's mandate to fuck 
with gabachos at all times, after all. Just pay off 
those officials with pesos or something and tell 
them to vayanse a la chingada.

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The House That Meat Built 

A few tips before feasting on the AYCE Korean barbecue at 

Bulgogi House in La Palma 

BY EDWIN GOEI 


I t’s a good idea to forgo meat a week 
before goingto Bulgogi House. On 
the day of your trip, skip breakfast. 

If you’re going for dinner, have a 
salad for lunch. Bulgogi House, as you may 
have guessed, is an AYCE (all-you-can-eat) 
Korean barbecue restaurant—the kind of 
place at which you pay a nominal amount 
for the opportunity to try to stuff more 
animal protein down your gullet than any 
health professional would say is advis¬ 
able. But Bulgogi House is more than just 
your typical Korean barbecue joint; it’s 
also a full-on buffet, with an assortment of 
sushi, fried dumplings, miles of side dishes, 
and desserts (including pumpkin pie and 
s’mores), so it’s conceivable a person could 
never touch a piece of Korean barbecue 
meat but still overeat. 

Bulgogi House is also unlike other 
Korean barbecues in that it’s not in Irvine 
or Garden Grove or Buena Park, where 
most Koreans and Korean barbecues are 
typically found. Instead, it’s in La Palma, in 
a standalone building with its own parking 
lot, tucked underneath a freeway overpass. 
Inside is a vast eating hall with exposed 
ducting, marble and steel—a spotless and 
smokeless room that’s so clean and sterile 
you could perform surgery in it. Despite 
this, it still manages to draw huge crowds. 
Perhaps that’s a testament to the reputa¬ 
tion of the original Bulgogi Houses in Row¬ 
land Heights, or maybe it’s that the cost of 
entry for a weekday all-you-can-eat Korean 
barbecue lunch is $14.99 per person, one of 
the cheapest in Orange County. It’s a price 
attractive to those whose cholesterol levels 
and disposable incomes can still afford it. 
The fee is a bit more on weekends, but 


it’s still a rather reasonable $20.99 per per¬ 
son for what’s called the “Deluxe Menu,” 
which gives you more meat options than 
the weekday lunch. The restaurant also 
offers a $26.99 “Premium Menu,” on 
which 10 choices of meat are added to the 
35 you get with the “Deluxe.” My advice is 
to stick with the “Deluxe”—it’s plenty. Also, 
after trying almost all of the additional 
“Premium” options, I’ve come to the con¬ 
clusion that the dollars are better spent on 
more soju. 

On the “Premium” side, there was the 
prime roast beef, perfect rectangles of 
fat-striped steak that seized up to chewy 
leather on the grill. The prime boneless 
rib and the prime marinated boneless rib 
ended up so dry the texture bordered on 
sawdust. The prime sesame marinated beef 
shrank to rubbery nubs that my friends and 
I had to will ourselves to finish so that we 
could move on to the next batch of meat. 
The kalbi was fine, and so was the shrimp, 
but the smoked Duroc pork belly—essen¬ 
tially just thick-cut bacon—rendered down 
to the chewiness of a shoe. 

In contrast, just about everything we 
asked for from the “Deluxe” side of the 
menu melted in our mouths. The Duroc 
pork jowls (which is also part of the 
$14.99 “Basic Lunch” package) gushed 
sweet fat. Then there was the origi¬ 
nal pork belly and red wine pork belly. 
Though the difference in flavor was slight, 
both were good in the only way that mat¬ 
tered: They reduced to the hot, rippling, 
crispy pieces of pork Koreans refer to as 
samgyupsal. We dunked them into salted 
sesame oil, then tucked them inside rice- 
noodle squares called dduk. 


We ate some panchan side dishes we took 
from the buffet, if only to cleanse our palates 
(and to put some fiber in our guts to aid with 
digestion). The kimchi was particularly 
punchy, the pickled cucumbers refreshing, 
and the wonderfully light potato salad had 
pieces of apple in it. If you go, know that 
you should also grab some lettuce and the 
thin-sliced pinkish discs of daikon radish 
that resemble drink coasters. Use them both 
as wraps. And don’t skip the two kinds of 
deep-fried dumplings, the soy-soaked tofu 
cubes, and the japchae, those clear stir-fried 
noodles that have a bungee’s bounce. 

Those who are new to AYCE barbecue 
should take cues from the customers or the 
servers, who are young and helpful. They’ll 
bring more meat (four plates at a time) and 
snip the bigger pieces into smaller ones, 
even if it makes you a bit nervous that 
they’ll use the same tongs to handle a raw 
piece of pork before picking up a cooked 
one to put on your plate. 

And by all means, order the bulgogi, 
which is sweet, sugary and softer than 
the rib-eye steak on the “Premium” list. 

You needn’t go the AYCE route to have 
it, either: the bar serves a great a la carte 
menu that includes a massive bowl of it 
already cooked with rice and a fried egg for 
only $8. It’s still enough protein to warrant 
the weeklong meat fast I suggested earlier, 
so rejoice!

TACOS EL ZAGA

T o paraphrase the old Tenor Saw dance- 
hall classic, ring the alarm, cabronesr. 
Santa Ana council members want to wage 
war on the city's taco trucks anew. Never 
mind that they tried the same scorched- 
earth campaign last decade, only to get 
smacked down in Orange County Superior 
Court. Forget that the city's lonchera scene 
has attracted international attention and 
remains its best tourist attraction—indeed, 
almost the only time you see hipsters ven¬ 
ture outside of downtown is when they're 
scarfing up tacos acorazados at Alebrije's 
or feasting on aguachile at El Camaron Bor- 
racho. Nope: the council pendejos don't like 
the trucks and want to mess with them as 
much as possible. 

At the next Santa Ana City Council meet¬ 
ing, city staff is expected to advise council 
members what can be done against this sup¬ 
posed lonchera plague. Council members 
have openly talked about everything from 
making trucks move every couple of hours 
to concentrating them in specific areas of 
the city to issuing a moratorium on new 
loncheras altogether. What bullshit! Crap 
like that would destroy newcomers such 
as Tacos El Zaga, which set up shop only a 
couple of months ago yet is already draw¬ 
ing crowds to its no-frills offerings. It serves 
only tacos, burritos and quesadillas, with the 
usual meat offerings of any taquerla— this 
ain't a regional-specialty type of place. And it 
doesn't have to be, so wonderful the food is. 
The burritos are hefty, wrapped in silky flour 
tortillas; the quesadillas are gooey and the 
size of a drafting triangle. And the tacos are 
just perfect: large, spilling over with juices, 
enlivened by furious salsas and a pickled 
onion-habanero relish that has been the 
rage among loncheras for the past couple of 
years. El Zaga is only open at night, its scroll¬ 
ing marquee a beacon of hope forthose 
speeding up and down Main Street. 

And Santa Ana wants this gone. Many of 
the city's loncheras are girding themselves 
for war, but the vast majority of customers 
don't know yet. So become a taco warrior: 
Replenish yourself at El Zaga, ring the alarm 
and repeat. Because a SanTana without 
loncheras is worse than hell itself—it'll just 
be Santa Ana.

Whiter Shade of Fail 

Kevin Costner’s fine, but race drama Black or White is cartoonish

BLACKWHITE, LLC 


T here are few hard-and-fast 
rules in screenwriting, but 
here’s one I think we can agree 
on: Something’s gone wrong if 
your crowd-pleasing family drama asks 
audiences to hope a child’s father proves 
to be a crackhead. That’s one baffling 
turn in Mike Binder’s Black or White, a 
movie about race in America that, for all 
its efforts at broad-minded truth-telling, 
can’t resist insisting its crotchety old 
white-guy hero is right about everything, 
even when he comes right out and calls 
the young black man who fathered his 
grandchild a “street nigger.” 

Not since the last Dinesh D’Souza flick 
has a movie seemed so eager to tell us who 
are the good black people and who the 
bad ones. One black character upbraids 
another for coming across just as what rac¬ 
ist whites might think black folks are like: 
“You’re a goddamn cliche! A perfect stereo¬ 
type!” lawyer Jeremiah (Anthony Mackie) 
says to Reggie (Andre Holland), a sad-eyed 
addict and deadbeat dad. If only Reggie 
could respond, “Why aren’t you yelling at 
the writer/director who imagined me?” 

Illustrating how weird this all gets 
demands we plow through a lot of plot. 
Here goes: A consummately rumpled 
Kevin Costner plays well-heeled, just- 
widowed power lawyer Elliott, suddenly 
the primary caregiver for his grand¬ 
daughter Eloise (Jillian Estell), a moppet 
so blessed in cutes/charisma that you 
feel, when you’re fortunate enough to 
regard her, something akin to what a cat 
must as it stretches out where the sun 
hits the floor. 

Elliott’s daughter, now dead, conceived 
Eloise with Reggie, the onetime crack 
smoker who claims he has gotten his life 
back together. Reggie is urged into pur¬ 
suing custody of Eloise by his mother, 
Rowena (Octavia Spencer), who presses 
her brother Jeremiah into siccing his own 
law firm on the case. Elliott responds by 
marshaling the lawyers he works with— 
and the result is two hours of sleepy, hard- 
to-swallow legal wrangling that really 
could have used a polish from the Good 
Wife writers’ room. 

The film is being promoted as a clash 
between Costner and Spencer, but we’re 
only treated to a couple of dustups between 
these outsized stars—and, after the initial 
confrontations, Binder’s script isn’t fair or 
clever enough to let them both be right. 

One exchange is as sharp as you might 
hope for. Spencer’s Rowena suggests that 
Elliott’s reluctance to bring Eloise around 
to South-Central to visit her black relatives 
might have something to do with race. 
“What is it with you?” Elliott snarls. 


“Why do you always have to go there?” 

She replies, ‘What is it with you? You 
can’t admit there’s a there therel” 

Those two lines offer more truth about 
race in America than the rest of the movie. 
Rather than participate in this difficult 
conversation, Elliott attacks the very idea 
that race is even worth talking about. Later, 
he complains again, almost admitting that 
his subject-changing is a stratagem: “Why 
do you always have to checkmate me with 
this shit?” he asks, as if the great injustice 
of American inequality is that he some¬ 
times loses arguments. Too bad, then, that 
Binder never lets Rowena win another, 
writing her as a blinkered fool whose only 
motive for taking Eloise from Elliott seems 
to be the belief that black kids should only 
be raised in black homes. Almost as dispir¬ 
iting: In court, she yaps her every thought 
right at the judge, as though she’s talking 
back on Maury. 

Binder’s better at the brisk, affecting 
scenes of single parenting, with Costner 
and Estell aglow together. But there are 
too many shots of hard-drinking Elliott 
sneaking “Glencallan,” a whiskey made 
up for movies and TV shows, as well as 
some miserably flat comedy involving 
Mpho Koaho as an entrepreneurial- 
minded tutor from Africa, another god¬ 


damn cliche/perfect stereotype. 

Binder’s attempts to humanize his black 
characters make them cartoons. The tutor 
mentions that his family was killed along 
with hundreds of others in his village, and 
the moment’s much too light, almost a 
joke, all about giving Elliott perspective on 
his problems. Something similar happens 
when Elliott visits Rowena’s home, where 
many generations of convivial relatives 
sit around having a grand old time—in the 
middle of the morning on a school day. If 
Binder wants to upend white expectations 
about life in south LA, couldn’t he have 
conjured up some jobs? 

The nadir comes by way of the ugly 
scenes between Elliott and Reggie. Hol¬ 
land plays Reggie with the tender des¬ 
peration of a recovering addict: He’s ten¬ 
tative, secretive, a little shy and only insis¬ 
tent when talking about how he’s doing 
better now. He hits Elliott up for money, 
implying that, for a price, he’ll drop the 
suit and go away, but this plays out like a 
ruse, as an attempt to prove to the family 
court that Elliott is unethical. Reggie’s a 
mess, as well as a disappointment to Elo¬ 
ise, but something’s off in the cruel way 
Elliott belittles him at every opportunity, 
insisting to Rowena’s face that her son is 
still a junkie who can’t ever be trusted. 


The movie’s coy about Reggie’s drug use, 
even after Elliott tosses that slur into his 
face, and even milks this for suspense: Is 
Elliott a pitiless racist? Or is this harrowed 
young man fooling his too-doting mother 
and still on the pipe? Since Elliott is, for 
all his flaws, a loving and committed care¬ 
giver, the guardian it’s clear Eloise should 
stay with, Binder is asking viewers to do 
the unconscionable: to root for the young 
black man to be the stereotype. 

Occasionally, the film rouses into some¬ 
thing thoughtful, even daring. Put on 
the stand in family court, Elliott is asked 
directly whether or not he is a racist. At 
first, he evades, playing the victim again. 
But then he gives a long, honest, painful 
answer, one that Costner seems to tear out 
of himself, one rich in what that character 
feels is the truth. Moments such as this, or 
Costner’s first fracas with Spencer, hint at 
the film we might have gotten if anyone 
else onscreen were given this chance: not 
to be good or bad, but to be a person speak¬ 
ing actual thoughts.

THE DEVILS VIOLINIST Nineteenth 
century Italian violin virtuoso Niccolo 
Paganini was rumored to have made a 
Faustian pact in order to play like the 
devil, though the flexibility that enabled 
him to cover three octaves across four 
strings with one hand was more likely 
a side effect of a genetic connective- 
tissue disorder. Bernard Rose's elegantly 
staged but tonally flat biopic embraces 
the myth, even underscoring Paganini's 
rising fame, scandalous hedonism, and 
womanizing as an anachronistic form 
of rock-star fantasy. (It's like a humor¬ 
less Lisztomania, and who wants that?) 
Unlike the writer/director's 1994 success 
Immortal Beloved— owned by Gary 
Oldman's chameleonic transformation as 
Beethoven—Rose's cult-of-personality 
approach here suffers most from the stunt 
casting of German violin prodigy-turned- 
superstar David Garrett as Paganini. 

He's handsome and fiddles something 
fierce, but his acting aptitude is more 
"Chopsticks" than Caprice no. 24 in A 
minor. And by the numbers we go, from 
childhood flashbacks of Paganini abused 
by his father to an overlong episode 
involving media-savvy manager Urbani 
(a portentous Jared Harris) bringing his 
talent to London, and don't forget the 
shallow romance. The classical titan is no 
closer to being knowable, so instead, why 
not enjoy the maniacal provocations of 
the 1989 biopic Paganini— Klaus Kinski's 
final frenzy. (R) Aaron Hillis. AMC Orange 
30, Orange.

AMERICAN SNIPER In Clint Eastwood's 
American Sniper, Navy SEAL Chris Kyle 
(Bradley Cooper)—an astoundingly tal¬ 
ented marksman credited with over 160 
confirmed kills in Iraq—runs into a fellow 
veteran at a mechanic's shop between 
deployments. The soldier shows Kyle an 
artificial leg and thanks him for saving his 
life. Cooper, all thick with new muscles, 
smiles tight and false. He's just trying to 
get his oil changed, man. The real-life Kyle 
was murdered two years ago by another 
fellow veteran, Eddie Routh, a scrawny, 
25-year-old Marine with PTSD. As Cooper 
plays him, Kyle wears his heroism like a 
heavy saddle—he's spurred to do more, 
fight more, kill more because he feels the 
weight of all the American soldiers he 
must save. Cooper and Eastwood's Kyle 
is a humble, literally straight-shooting 
patriot who squirms when people call 
him a legend. As in all biopics, American 
Sniper leaves audiences to parse the 
distinctions between Kyle the human and 
Kyle the character, with Eastwood, their 
conduit, blurring the difference. The real 
Chris Kyle complicated things further. Kyle 
claimed he had been hired by Blackwater 
to snipe armed looters at the Superdome 
during Hurricane Katrina (a fellow SEAL 
said that "defies the imagination"). And 
he even claimed that he had gotten into 
a bar fight with Jesse Ventura, who won 
a $1.8 million defamation lawsuit against 
Kyle's estate. Eastwood has chosen to 
omit Kyle's self-mythologizing altogether, 
which is itself a distortion of his character. 
The humble Kyle onscreen is Kyle with 
his flaws written out. We're not watching 


a biopic. We're watching a drama about 
an idealized soldier, a patriot beyond 
reproach, which bolsters Kyle's legend 
while gutting the man. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

BLACK SEA Kevin Macdonald's Black 
Sea is so almost-terrific that it's ulti¬ 
mately more disappointing than a movie 
that's merely badly or carelessly made. 
Macdonald takes great care with the 
pacing, building Black Sea's sense of 
claustrophobic dread slowly and meticu¬ 
lously; the action is concise and crisply 
orchestrated. And, as heist movies set 
on subs go, it's beautifully photographed, 
by Christopher Ross: In some shots, the 
faces are bathed in a high-contrast glow 
that makes them look like finely chiseled, 
art deco WPA sculptures—a look that's 
fitting, given the pro-labor, big-business- 
shouldn't-crush-the-little-guy themes. 
Down on his luck, Jude Law's sub captain 
Robinson perks up when he hears about 
a cache of World War ll-era gold that 
may be lying at the bottom of the Black 
Sea in a sunken U-boat. A mysterious 
American businessman, working through 
a not-so-mysterious American repre¬ 
sentative (Scoot McNairy's high-strung 
businessguy Daniels), wants Robinson to 
assemble a crew to retrieve the gold. He 
and a Russian-born colleague, Blackie 
(Konstantin Khabenskiy, whose intentional 
English-mangling is one of the movie's 
mischievous delights), assemble a ragtag 
crew who have little to lose and no prob¬ 
lem sealing themselves up in a cramped, 
decrepit vessel. Macdonald—whose 
best-known picture is The Last King of 
Scotland— does some snappy work intro¬ 
ducing that crew, deftly presenting each 
character in a way that makes you think 
he'll actually have something to do. He's 
skillful at sustaining the tension; it's the 
script, by Dennis Kelly, that lets him down. 
In the end, Black Sea is sunk by too much 
wobbly psychology: Too many characters 
behave in ways that, even for guys sealed 
up in a tin can and submerged jillions 
of leagues beneath the sea, just don't 
make sense. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

BLACKHAT I can tell you pretty much 
everything that happens in Michael 
Mann's new cyberthriller, Blackhat, in just 
one sentence. But I could easily spend 
40 sentences telling you how\t happens, 
describing the splash of green and red 
traffic lights reflected in a windshield, 
the way the camera seeks out the faintly 
shadowed ballerina neck curve of Chinese 
actress Tang Wei. Mann takes the bland 
elements of the generic mainstream 
thriller—the cop being shot, the car 
exploding, the hot girl taking notice of the 
hero—and gooses them into visual over¬ 
drive. There's visual thinking everywhere 


you look in Blackhat, which is great until 
you realize that it's bled into a kind of 
overthinking—the movie is too much of a 
good thing, an exercise that flattens any 
potential exhilaration or excitement into 
the sensation of grading a term paper. All 
those stylistic garnishes start to pile up; 
you know they mean something, but pro¬ 
cessing them becomes a chore. The story: 
Ace criminal hacker Hathaway (Chris 
Hemsworth) is sprung from jail to help 
old pal and MIT classmate Chen (Wang 
Leehom) track down the "blackhat," or 
malicious hacker, who has brought on a 
near-meltdown at a nuclear-power facility. 
FBI agent Carol Barrett (a businesslike 
Viola Davis) distrusts Hathaway from the 
start, glowering at him librarian-style over 
her glasses. As the action skims from city 
to city, Hathaway falls in love (and into 
bed) with Chen's sister, Lien, played by 
Tang: Hathaway and Lien find their way 
to each other almost wordlessly, which 
makes you believe in it more—Mann is 
good at that sort of thing. And yet other 
than that, this elaborate, purposeful movie 
never quite connects. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. County wide. 

THE BOY NEXT DOOR The most pleasur¬ 
ably ludicrous highlight of The Boy Next 
Door comes half an hour in, before the 
sex and murders and something's-in- 
the-mirror-behind-her! jolts that stud the 
film like Flavor Crystals. The high school 
English teacher played by Jennifer Lopez 
is dazzled by a gift from the handsome 
student (Ryan Guzman) who's moved in 
one house over: a gilt-edged copy of The 
Iliad, dating from what looks like the late 
1800s. Lopez gushes: "A first edition!" Too 
bad that scene's so much more bonkers 
than the one in which the neighbor boy 
finally treats her to another oral epic. 

Steel yourself for shuddering breaths, 
flashes of bra, carefully framed glimpses 
of the top of Guzman's ass, and what is 
for me a new one: Here's the first erotic 
thriller that gets around the issue of the 
starlet's no-nudity clause by just putting 
the man's hands on her breasts, shot after 
shot—he touches them not like he's enjoy¬ 
ing them, but like they're the lenses of 
some damned paparazzo's camera. What 
matters, though, is that this is the rare 
by-the-numbers studio thriller that at least 
gets the numbers right. The twists come 
when you expect them, and many stirred 
an anticipatory laugh from the crowd at 
my screening: Oh, shit, he's in the house! 
Wolfish Guzman plays wittily upon our 
fears of the underdeveloped empathy 
of overdeveloped young men. Built like 
Tatum but smiling like a shifty Franco, 
he smears the distinction between Boy 
Scout and alpha sociopath. And Lopez 
isn't believable as a teacher, but she's an 
effectively vengeful movie star. (R) Alan

CAKE Daniel Barnz's Cake is less a 
before-and-after study of tragedy than a 
vivid—if monochromatic—portrait of grief. 
Divorced lawyer Claire (Jennifer Aniston) 
is in physical agony from the corpse-white 
scars swimming up her arms and legs and 
across her face after the car crash that 
killed her son. Emotionally, she's an impe¬ 
rious bitch with the money to buy what¬ 
ever apologies she owes the world. Her 
housekeeper Silvana (Adriana Barraza of 
Babel, fantastic) tolerates Claire's com¬ 
mands—Silvana is as much mother as 
martyr, roles she plays both in Claire's 
well-decorated house and in her own 
home, where her daughter (Camille Guaty) 
chews her out for being so submissive. 

And in the few hours Claire has to herself, 
she pounds white wine, gobbles Percocet 
from her squirreled-away stashes, and 
occasionally floats fully clothed in the 
pool or has stiff-legged, impersonal sex 
with the gardener (Manuel Garcia-Rulfo). 
This is Aniston's film—the chance for the 
charming tabloid star to prove her chops. 
She acquits herself fine. We know that her 
Claire is impossible from the moment we 
meet her, at a support group for sufferers 
of chronic pain. One member, Nina (Anna 
Kendrick), has recently committed suicide 
by jumping off a highway overpass. The 
group leader, Annette (Felicity Huffman), 
invites the room to voice their feelings and 
find closure. Claire freezes the mood by 
describing Nina's death in ghastly detail— 
we can practically smell the corpse. 

Claire doesn't want to heal. She wants to 
punish. The film hinges on one question: 
Will Claire, too, kill herself? Aniston gives 
the character personality and heft, but the 
script gives the character nothing to do. 
(R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE WEDDING RINGER Kevin Hart's not 
just one of the best and most bankable of 
Hollywood's comedy stars. He's the rare 
go-for-broke movie comic to master the 
incompatible demands of movie comedy 
itself. He goes too far, works blue as hell, 
rants in that scraping, outraged shout of 
his, the syllables spat with a rapper's force 
and bounce. But then, when the profes¬ 
sionally plotted studio features he stars 
in need us to feel good at the end, he can 
move and charm us, somehow without 
betraying the spirit of the dirty/funny/ 
truth-spewing marvel we paid to see. The 
movie itself's not masterful, but Hart's 
great, as is the premise. Hart plays Jimmy 
Callahan, whose cynical hustle makes the 
best possible use of the star's charisma: 
Jimmy rents himself out as a best man 
for grooms who can't find one, offering a 
glittering toast, a brilliant charm offensive, 
and—this goes unstated in the film—the 
chance for well-heeled white guys to be 
honored in public by the coolest of black 
BFFs. Josh Gad stars as the friendless 
stiff, betrothed to a beautiful non-entity 
embodied by Kaley Cuoco-Sweeting. Gad's 
wealthy schmoe starts as the sorriest 
case Callahan has ever seen: He needs 
not just a best man, but seven groomsmen. 
Cue up much amusing jabber about the 
rules of faking camaraderie, about the lies 
people tell in speeches at weddings, about 
how to change the subject when talking to 
family. Hart rattles on, part entrepreneur, 
part devilish huckster, part parody of Will 
Smith's magic Bagger Vance caddie. He's 
not teaching Gad's groom howto love or 
live or anything —touchingly, hilariously, 
the men slowly teach that to each other. 
Somehow, these actors sell it. (R) Alan

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The Whirligig Man 

Psychiatrist Peter Gelker gets his fabulous artwork shown at 

Cal State Fullerton’s Begovich Gallery

M ourning the loss of his 

recently deceased father, 
Santa Ana psychiatrist and 
psychoanalyst Peter Gelker 
picked up the woodworking tools the old 
man had left behind, read a few how-to 
books and began to create art. The result¬ 
ing whirligigs—mechanized weather 
vanes powered by the air—were inspired 
by folk art, but they are miles away from 
the cutesy naivete associated with it: 
brightly colored, complex and intricate, 
primal in their imagination, brimming 
with ideas dark and light. Friends compli¬ 
mented the pieces, but Gelker considered 
it a hobby; he didn’t think of himself as an 
artist at all, and the work sat in his garage 
and living room for the better part of a 
decade. Guest curator Lynn Gamwell, a 
historian specializing in art and psychol¬ 
ogy, heard of him, followed the work 
posted on his website and made contact. 
The end result is Begovich Gallery’s 
beguiling new touring show, “Whirligigs: 
The Art of Peter Gelker.” 

Gamwell’s enthusiasm for the work 
evokes a host of literary allusions in her 
curator notes, from Mary Shelley to 
Baudelaire, Camus and the Bible. Edited 
and added to by Gelker, they’re smart, 
informative and engaging without being 
top-heavy with psychobabble or art speak, 
broadening the understanding of the work 
in an honest, lively way. 

The progressive politics of Gelker’s 
work scores points with its concise imag¬ 
ery: In day job, a shirtless brown man 
whips at 14 brown galley slaves aboard 
a ship; the sail is full and extended, 
with both the violence and the rowing 
an unnecessary waste. While the artist 
describes man chasing dollar as a bit of 
anti-materialist philosophy, I saw a rough- 
hewn, unpainted, unadorned wooden 
figure reaching for a winged dollar bill just 
out of his grasp. Propellers decorated with

dollar bills whirl away behind him, forcing 
him forward, unaware that all he has to do 
is turn around. In worker St capitalist, a fat 
stand-in for Monopoly’s Rich Uncle Pen- 
nybags is having a paper money tug-of-war 
with a construction worker. In Gelker’s 
hopeful vision (dating from 2001, when it 
was still arguably true), the bill is begin¬ 
ning to tear, with the worker getting the 
bigger share. 

The three pieces from his “Neurology” 
series are hardest to describe and, to my 
unscientific brain, the hardest to read, so 
I had to pay extra attention to Gamwell’s 
posted comments to understand them. All 
three are made from recycled tin cans, a 
nice irony to consider when reading about 
complex brain functions as child memo¬ 
ries of telephone and a new spin on “junk 
science” comes to mind. 

It’s in the darker pieces that the artist 
pulls a Joseph Campbell, using familiar 
iconography to suggest an array of diz¬ 
zying psycho/sexual truths: As religion 
and science (in the guise of a loincloth- 
wearing Jesus and a robot) yank and 
threaten to tear apart a child between 
them in evolution, science wins, as a child 
beheads his cleaver-wielding mother 
with a remote-controlled robot swing¬ 
ing a sword (now who’s boss?). In expul¬ 
sion, religion rules the day as Adam, Eve 
and their sexual shame are sent packing 
through a vaginal-red gate festooned with 
yellow flowers, leaving a tiny half-eaten 
apple in their wake. Christ sits in His 
cloud, gloriole around him, pointing the 
way out, while the snake pokes its head 
out of the Tree of Knowledge directly 
below Him, looking at the Son of God’s 
mischievous green penis. 

Automated identity and mechanical 
sexuality take a hit in the socially relevant 


object relations, as a nude woman stands in 
another vagina/red doorway (labial double 
doors opening and closing), doing a peep- 
show for an audience of agitated (presum¬ 
ably male) robots. The sexual symbolism 
continues in shark attacking squid (and, to 
a lesser extent, soldier St spider), with their 
phallic substitutions and subtle insinua¬ 
tions of oral sex. 

While all of the pieces are accessible to 
some degree—their childlike simplicity 
deceptively drawing the viewer in—per¬ 
haps the most unsettling are the numerous 
depictions of death, releasing (or embrac¬ 
ing, depending on your view) the anxiety 
it causes in all of us: As a nude man breast- 
strokes in the ocean ( shark and swimmer), 
a shark close behind opens its mouth to 
chomp down on his crotch. A crowned 
ruler glances over his shoulder at the skel¬ 
eton tip-toeing behind him, as he blissfully 
walks into the toothy jaws of an infernal 
hell creature in front of him. Another skel¬ 
eton pulls a patient from his doctor’s grasp 
into the abyss, and a wild-haired man fran¬ 
tically pushes against the door to keep the 
scythe-carrying specter at bay. 

Gelker himself considers the pieces a 
Rorschach of sorts, encouraging viewers 
to make their own associations. While he 
good-naturedly even allows us a glimpse 
into his own anxiety—a therapist gets his 
head ripped off by a patient’s subconscious 
bug-eyed monster—no matter where you 
look in this generous, insightful exhibition, 
all you’ll see is yourself.

DIY Sunscreen 

O ne of the best things we can do for 
our skin is wearing sunscreen, even 
in "winter."

Store-bought sunscreens protect us from 
sunburns and the permanent lines that 
follow, but there's some gnarly stuff in 
those bottles. 

The ingredients list on conventional 
sunscreen is long and filled with un-pro- 
nounceable words. Aside from preserva¬ 
tive chemicals, some actually disrupt your 
hormones. Whose hormones are actually 
in balance, right? But there's no need to 
make it worse! Your hormones dictate so 
much of your bodily functions, and the 
more endocrine disrupters you dump in 
or on it can throw off moods, body weight 
and overall health. 

So, how can we protect ourselves 
without becoming grouchy, fat people? 
Make your own, of course—but don't 
expect to whip up SPF100 in your kitchen. 
Its difficult to tell the exact protection 
level of homemade sunscreen, and its 
unlikely we can make anything much 
higher than SPF 20. That's not a bad thing, 
though: Vitamin D deficiency is common, 
so soaking in some rays is beneficial. 

The DIY method isn't nearly as simple 
as throwing together a face mask, how¬ 
ever. The base ingredient is zinc oxide, a 
natural mineral that acts as a skin barrier 
and also eases irritation. It's mixed in with 
a carrier material, often shea butter or 
coconut oil, and then essential oils are 
added because why not make it smell 
good?

Going Deep With Dengue Fever 

The Cambodian rockers celebrate a new record and their singer’s U.S. citizenship

D engue Fever thrives on the 

alchemy of old music. Derived 
from Cambodian pop of the 
1960s and 70s, their style is 
a danceable, delightfully mutated mix of 
American surf, garage-rock psychedelia 
and the emotive, snaky crooning of Khmer 
folk songs. It’s a style of music that was 
almost lost during the Khmer Rouge 
regime of the late 70s. Prior to the release 
of their latest album, The Deepest Lake, the 
band feared they might also be in danger of 
losing their sound. 

“We were a bit disappointed with Can¬ 
nibal Courtship,” bassist Senon Williams 
says of the band’s 2011 release on the 
heavyweight Fantasy Records/Concord 
Music Group label. “A lot went into making 
that record, and the label didn’t do a great 
job. They said a bunch of stuff about how 
they knew what to do with us, [but] they 
had no clue, and that became apparent 
very quickly.” 

In order to reclaim the soul of the band, 
they needed a new record and a new label, 
which led them to create Tuk Tuk Records, 
named for a Cambodian motorized rick¬ 
shaw. The Deepest Lake was Tuk Tuk’s 
inaugural release. “Starting our own label 
and working on our new album, we’re back 
to doing it old-style, where we make the 
music we love,” Williams says. 

“On this record, more than any other, we 
kind of let it just grow on its own,” he con¬ 
tinues. ‘We were like, ‘Let’s let it be more of 
a slow burn and be organic, and not stress 
about its creation.’” 

But Dengue Fever’s creation more than a 
decade ago was slightly less organic. 

Singer Chhom Nimol—a beautiful, gifted 
Cambodian vocalist and already a star 
in her native land—had only been in the 
United States for a matter of months when 
she was approached by brothers Zac and 
Ethan Holtzman (guitarist and keyboard¬ 
ist, respectively) to sing for the band. At the 
time, she didn’t even speak English. 

She met them in 2001 while singing in 
her native tongue for fellow Cambodians at 
the Dragon House club, located in an area of 
Long Beach known as Little Phnom Penh. 
‘When she started singing, we instantly 
knew we had to ask her to be our singer,” 
recalls Zac, who, with Ethan, was searching 
for a Cambodian vocalist to complete the 
band’s musical vision. 

The Holtzmans and Williams had been 
exposed to Cambodian music on bootleg 
cassettes while traveling separately in South¬ 
east Asia. Driven by what Williams says was 
“a desperate attempt to not start another 
indie rock band,” the fledglinggroup added 
a few modern grooves while looking for 
someone whose voice could wrap around 
their exotic bouillabaisse. 


The brothers didn’t speak Cambodian, 
and at first, they seemed strange, even suspi¬ 
cious to her. “[Chhom’s] sister was there, 
kind of protecting her, and she didn’t speak 
English either,” Zac recalls. “They saw my 
big beard, and her sister was like, ‘No way 
am I allowing you to go play music with 
these guys.’” 

“I remember when Zac and Ethan came 
over to try to talk to me,” says Chhom, who 
sings mainly in Khmer. “I didn’t say yes right 
away; I thought a longtime.” 

After a trial period, during which she 
would show up at rehearsals with an entou¬ 
rage of family members—some of whom 
did homework on the floor while the group 
practiced—Chhom officially signed on and 
became the vivacious vox magnifica of Den¬ 
gue Fever. 

“I remember the first show. It was at 
Spaceland, and I felt so nervous,” she says, 
as she sips Jameson whiskey in her historic 
Los Feliz abode, part of a cluster of cottages 
that were home to Disney’s Snow White 
animators in the 1930s and, later, to singer/ 
songwriter Elliott Smith. 

“It was the first audience I sang for that 
was white, and they don’t understand what 
I say,” she continues. “But they were smil¬ 
ing and laughing and clapping for every 
song, and that made me feel like this might 
work out.” 

It did. Now, after tours from Kowloon 
to Pioneertown, music placements in CSI: 
Crime Scene Investigation and The Hangover 
2, and releases on imprints great and small— 
from Trey Spruance’s Web of Mimicry to 
Peter Gabriel’s Real World—the group have 
used their Tuk Tuk label to release their 
most inspired, developed work to date. 


The Deepest Lake won’t disappoint long¬ 
time Dengue Fever fiends, yet it also deftly 
expands the band’s sound. 

A tight, Asian-flavored, guitar-driven 
hook on “Cardboard Castles” slides into a 
Chhom/Zac harmony that recalls John Doe 
and Exene Cervenka, perhaps if they were 
singing a lost Beatles chorus. The languid, 
cinematic molasses of “Golden Flute” could 
be the sonic love child of Tom Waits and 
Ennio Morricone. Then there’s “Tokay,” a 
primo dance cut with a mosquito-like Casio 
riff, which places you squarely in a Middle 
Eastern after-hours kasbah. 

The music for the album’s 12 songs was 
written in the co-op method the band has 
used since the beginning. “Some start off 
with Nimol humming a song, or I present 
a melody,” Zac says. “But for the most part, 
it starts with Nimol and myself, then Senon 
coming up with parts, and Paul [Smith] 
the drummer [plus] keys and horns [David 
Ralicke] coming in afterward and support¬ 
ing everything.” 

Guiding all of the tracks is Chhom’s fer¬ 
vent, angular singing, a voice that is piercing 
and warm and (to many ears) intoxicatingly 
foreign. Vocal talent runs in her family to an 
Osmonds-like extent. Her parents were tra¬ 
ditional Cambodian folk singers. Her older 
sister, Chorvin, is a gifted chanteuse popular 
in Cambodia; her brother Monychout is a 
music producer; and yet another brother, 
Bunyong, also is a musician. 

“[Bunyong] played keyboard and guitar, 
and he tried to teach me to sing,” Chhom 
explains. “I said, ‘I don’t want to sing, I want 
to be an actress.’ But my family pushed me— 
that’s how I became a singer.” 

In 1997, Chhom won Cambodia’s Ameri¬ 


can Idol -like Apsara Awards, taking home 
a Honda motorbike and $3,000. She sang 
for the king and queen of Cambodia and 
appeared in Paris and Australia. 

In 2001 she moved to America, and in 
2014, she became a citizen, a source of 
great pride. 

“I am very happy, the happiest in my life,” 
she says, gleefully displaying her official citi¬ 
zenship papers and well-worn study book, 
Learn About the United States. 

Chhom says she’s a Buddhist (“It’s a big 
part of my life”), and among the items in 
her living room shrine are a U.S. flag and an 
Uncle Sam top hat. There’s also “a statue of 
a monk who died 200 years ago; he was in 
the temple where my parents used to sing,” 
Chhom says. “I went to Paris in 1997 and 
met his [descendant] family. That’s why I 
believe he’s always helping me to become 
a success.” 

She stays in contact with terra firma 
monks as well, paying bimonthly visits 
to local holy men and regularly phoning 
her longtime contact in the old country. “I 
just met a monk a couple of days ago and 
asked him what is going on with my band,” 
she says. “We want more success with the 
album. He told me we need to make an 
offering with a chicken to the spirit.” 

At this, Zac speaks up. “I feel like we are a 
success. We’ve stayed together, like, 14 years. 

... We’ve all become a family.” 

Chhom gazes at him, serious. “The monk 
told me that next year we’ll become a suc¬ 
cess,” she says. 

Zac laughs, his beard shaking. “For me,” 
he says, “it’s already happened!” 

Somewhere, a chicken is thanking him.

Inspiring Sludge 

The Melvins’ commitment to oddity 
makes them influential

J ust after 2014 became 2015, the 
Melvins’ drummer Dale Crover 
experienced one of his proudest 
moments in the band. Though 
their New Year’s show was canceled, 
he and Buzz Osborne, the band’s co¬ 
founders, decided to play an acoustic set 
at Permanent Records in Los Angeles. 
The duo were expecting a crowd and a 
nice showing; they didn’t expect to have 
to play two packed shows in order to 
meet the demands of a line of rabid fans 
who circled an entire block to see the 
short set. 

Despite being one of the more under¬ 
rated bands to come out of the ’80s, the 
band’s idiosyncratic nature has spoken 
to their legacy more than album sales 
or radio play ever could. Over the years, 
their brand of sludge metal-meets- 
hardcore punk has endeared them to 
contemporaries. Various bands ranging 
from Nirvana (Crover played drums for 
them on a few tracks), Soundgarden and 
Tool to Japanese experimental rockers 
Boris and a slew of others count the Mel¬ 
vins as a major influence. But that never 
translated to mainstream success. For the 
veteran rockers, recording and perform¬ 
ing live is akin to having a job, albeit a 
fun one. 

“We’ve never been in a position where 
we can take a lot of time off,” Crover 
explains. “We don’t sell millions of 
records, and it’s how we make a living, 
and we have to work almost every day. 

We spend three months a year touring, 
and the rest of the year, we’re either 
recording or doing other stuff. If it wasn’t 
fun, we wouldn’t do it.” 

In the past half-decade, they’ve 
released four albums; Crover says they’re 
not planning on stopping any time soon. 

“We’re planning on doing a bunch of 
recordings in February and see what we 


come up with,” Crover says. “There are 
various different projects we’re working 
on, including something we started 15 
years ago that we never finished. But I 
want to make sure that it happens before 
I start talking about it.” 

Their latest album and 24th overall, 
Hold It In, was released in October and 
featured Paul Leary and Jeff Pinkus of 
Butthole Surfers. Osborne and Crover 
have been friends with Pinkus for years, 
so when the opportunity for them to 
jam presented itself, the duo wrote a 
few songs together. Originally intended 
as an EP, those songs quickly numbered 
12. Hold It In is the first time the Mel¬ 
vins have recorded as a quartet since 
2010’s The Bride Screams Murder. While 
the project quickly came together, it’s 
also a continuation of their experimen¬ 
tal sound. 

More than 30 years into their career, 
as the longest tenured members of the 
Melvins, Osborne and Crover get along 
as well as they did when they were wide- 
eyed twentysomethings. Attributing their 
relationship to “not being able to go com¬ 
pletely crazy,” the duo have always been 
realistic and grounded about their expec¬ 
tations for the band. They’ve managed to 
remain relevant when many of their con¬ 
temporaries have slipped over the years 
and have no intention of hanging up their 
instruments any time soon. 

“No one has a big ego that will get in the 
way of things,” he explains. “We’ve never 
broken up, so we’re not a nostalgia act.”

Laced With Soul 

fter a bad breakup with his first band, 
Patrick Killeen thought his second out¬ 
fit, Yogurt Brown, were poised for success. 
Formed with a few friends, Yogurt Brown had 
an EP and played a packed show. But just 
as the band was beginning to pick up steam, 
Killeen's father passed away, devastating him. 

Unable to commit to making music after his 
loss, Killeen quit the band. He then decided to 
give standup comedy a try as a creative outlet. 

"I actually liked those songs with Yogurt 
Brown," he says. "But we weren't getting the 
response that I hoped, and I just decided to do 
something different." 

Ultimately, Killeen found his way back 
to playing music, even if it was something 
he'd only picked up in the past 10 years. A 
multisport athlete in high school, the Hun¬ 
tington Beach native only started playing 
music when he was 19. Even after joining 
bands, the 28-year-old never had any type 
of formal training. 

Channeling his grief, Killeen, with the help 
of longtime collaborator Scott Zschomler, 
formed Shoos Off. He quietly recorded and 
released Issues , an album of deeply personal 
songs that helped him cope with his father's 
passing. But the message was lost in the col¬ 
lection's uptempo sound. What separated the 
early stages of Shoos Off vs. his other work 
is that Killeen had complete ownership of the 
project's direction. 

"Shoos Off feels like more of a part of me," 
he explains. "The other two bands, I was just 
writing melodies, [whereas] this is more of my 
own thing." 

Although originally intended as a studio 
project, with Zschomler's guidance, Shoos 
Off are going in a direction that couldn't be 
accomplished in the singer's first two groups.

Killeen self-released an EP of songs he worked 
on, which, he says, served as a transition that 
would bridge his two albums. 

His yet-to-be titled full-length album has 
been in the works since the end of 2013 and 
is now slated for a March release. Killeen has 
been deliberate in creating a collection of 
songs that accurately reflect his vision of what 
Shoos Off should be. 

In Gabe Soriano, Jason Chang and Jac¬ 
queline Pablo, Killeen has found a group of 
musicians who can bring his vision to life. They 
have only played a handful of live shows, but 
their breezy synth pop shows that Killeen's 
razor-sharp attention to detail is finally being 
reflected in his music. 

"I always wanted it to be a band from the 
beginning, but I didn't want to put pressure 
on anyone to commit to recording with me or 
being in a band with me," he admits. "It's a 
little easier now because we have stuff out, 
and I think everyone likes what we're making." 

Killeen still struggles with the loss of his 
father, but on his latest album, the mood is 
much brighter. 

"That album was more about my dad and 
dealing with what happened," Killeen says. 
"The new album feels like more of a declara¬ 
tion of being okay for the first time in a while."
